Diplomcy, for thoso of you who arc usod to Avalon-Hill or other war ganos, was in-" 
vented ovor 10 years ago by Allan B 0 Calliaxior, who iioro rocontly has created Hyper-Space, 
It is copyright by Games Research Inc., 4.8 Warohan St., Boston, Mass. 02118, and available 
there or from the better ganos and department stores for $8.00. Unlike aost other -war 
ganos, there is no clonont of chance. Players are dependent entirely upon their skill in 
mnouvoring their pieces, and in raking and breaking alliances at the crucial nonont. 

The gane board is a nap of the Europe! of 1914 > though "Spring 1901" is taken as the 
opening date of the w.r. Each of the sovop players (though fewer can play, with suitable 
rule modifications) takes one of the seven! m jor powers of the tine. Thoy try to sSlao 
supply centers from neutral nations or fron each other, and for each supply center that a 
player owns ho can raise one fleet or amyj Conversely, a player who loses supply centers 
also loses forces. Forces can also be surrounded by superior power and annihilated, or 
dislodged and forced to retreat. The first player whose units constitute a majority of 
all the units or-tho board is the winner, I 

Mien I encountered the gane in 1961, it struck no that it could be easily modified 
for play by mil. The players could send their novos to a referee (now called a Ganosnas- 
ter) who adjudicates then, prints then up, land distributes then "back to the players. GRAU- 
STARK began publication in May 1963, and is now approaching its 200th issue. There arc 
about two dozen other postal Diplomcy bulletins j sono of then, deal with the "Orthodox" 
game, while others adapt Diplomcy to other periods of history or oven to the world of 
J. R. R. Tolkien's novel Lord of t he Rings . 

GRAUSTARK has gradually ranifiod beyond ncroly reporting the noves. With the first 
gane, players began sending in press releases, and now rivalry in reportage, is as nuch a • 
"part of the gane as is the actual play on the board. There are also articles on strategy, 
and a letter column in which the conflicts of both the Diplomcy board and the actual 
world are discussed. "The Adventures of Secret Agent 0-0-Hato" has been running as a 
GRAUSTARK serial for ovor 3 years, and there are comparable features* in other 'zincs, in- 
cluding "The Chronicles of roq-Lav" in Rod Walker's Erqhwo n. 

There are currently six postal Diplomcy ganos running in GRAUSTARK, though two of 
them are now being briefly hold up during the vacations of sono of the players. At pre- 
sent I an not opening any now ganos, though there my be sono next year. Other Ganosms- 
tors do have openings for new players j see future issues of GRAUSTARK for details.
